hear disparaging remarks that for 
the 
life of me 
I cannot 
under­ 
stand. 
They just don’t add up. 
How about developing a pride in 
our local industries. 
Be proud of 
them and be thankful they are giv­ 
ing employment to the guys and 
gals vvho live around tile corner.

We can keep going 
into other 
fields. 
You hear a smart crack 
about the local radio station. Did 
you eyer look into the 
program­ 
ming? 
I’d like to know just how 
many listeners the Baptist Hour 
has: The number is gigantic, 
I 
know. The station puts on a sports 
program during the year which is 
s«»Cond to none, 
broadcasting all 
the 
St. Louis Cardinal 
baseball 
games and all of the University of 
Illinois 
basketball 
games. 
You 
can’t beat that. 
And the local television station. 
Man oh man, when I hear a de­ 
precating remark here I wonder 
if the person talking knows of all 
sweat and thought and money that 
has been put out to give Harris­ 
burg the ONLY television station 
in Illinois south of Decatur. Many- 
stations in similar circumstance's 
—in smaller towns far away from 
the network cables—have folded 
but not the local station.

Embassy Express 
Leaves Rails at 
80 Miles an Hour 


SEVERN, Md. (lf—Survivors of 
a crack passenger train derail­ 
ment said today it was “ unbeliev 
able” there were not more casual­ 
ties when the New York bound 
train jumped its rails here Thurs­ 
day killing five and injuring 90 
others. 
One man said he missed death 
by “one car and one minute.” 
Another said it was only his 
fondness for cigars that saved him 
and his wife. Many others said it 
was a miracle they were alive. 
The Pennsylvania railroad’s 14- 
car Embassy Express left the rails 
as it was rolling at 80 miles an 
hour across a straight stretch of 
track on a marshy flatland Thurs­ 
day night. 
It was 2t minutes out of Wash­ 
ington and 
moving on 
a tight 
schedule toward New York when 
the air brakes locked suddenly and 
nine of the 14 cars bounded out 
of control. 
Five persons died and 90 were 
injured in the pileup that followed. 
Several of the injured were not 
expected to live. 
One of those in­ 
jured less seriously was former 
Sen. Herbert R. O’Conor (D-Md) I 
who suffered a cut on the head. I

bombardment, 
said there 
was no danger to human beings. 
However interference with tele­ 
vision and radio reception ani 
deadening 
of the transatlantic 
telephone is possible, the) said. It 
is even conceivable that TV sets 
in the Midwest could .suddenly pick 
up programs originating in Europe. 
The cosmic ray 
bombardment 
started at 9:45 p. rn CST Wednes­ 
day. 30 minutes after a mammoth 
blast of fiery gases on the 
Min, 
possibly equal to I ie force of a 
million hydrogen bomb-. 
The giant flare on the sun was 
the fifth of its kind on record and 
the cosmic bombardment was the 
greatest 
since scientists 
began 
studying the mysterious rays 
Scientists at Chicago said cosmic 
rays were hitting the earth and 
zipping through everything at the 
rate of 3.000 per minute—15 times 
the usual rate. 
An even greater 
intensity was recorded at Climax. 
Colo. 


The bombardment continued ear­ 
ly today, but at a diminishing rate, 
scientists said. 
The University of Chicago said 
the bombardment was a direct re­ 
sult of the flare. However, there 
has been dispute about the real 
cause of cosmic rays and scientists 
hoped that the current celestial 
storm might provide the key to a 
solution 
University of Chicago physicists 
worked through the night yesterday 
preparing to launch a series of bal­ 
loons which recorded the intensity 
of the bombardment through short 
wave. 
The University-of Iowa launched 
three 8-foot balloons, expected to 
climb 22 miles and land in north­ 
ern Illinois 
Further reports were 
expected from stations operated by 
the University of Chicago in Mex­ 
ico and Peru and from the Byrd 
expedition.

Two Killers 
Pay for Crimes 
With Their Lives 


By United Press 
Two killers paid with their lives 
today in the Missouri, gas chamber 
at Jefferson City and the New 
Mexico electric chair at Santa Fe. 
Arthur Ross Brown, 30, who kid 
naped, raped and killed an attrac­ 
tive Kansas City housewife last 
summer, died at 12:11 a rn. CST 
in the Missouri State Prison. 
Exactly 58 minutes later, in the 
cold, echoing death chamber of 
New 
Mexico, two electric jolts 
killed 
James Larry Upton. 22. 
Upton, a hitchhiker who killed a 
young airman in September, 1954. 
was .smiling faintly when the death 
mask was put over his face. 
Both murderers were calin dur­ 
ing their last minutes. 
Brown 
attracted 
the greater 
notorietv when he kidnaped Mrs. 
VV bim i Allen, wife of a wealthy 
auto dealer and the mother of two 
sons, from a fashionable Kansas 
City shopping district last Aug. 4. 
lie forced her to drive into John­ 
son County Kau . where he raped 
her and fired two bullets into her 
head. 
Later, he abducted his es­ 
tranged wife, shot a sheriff in 
Sheridan, VVyo.» and was captured 
on a stolen car charge in San Fran­ 
cisco last Nov. ll 
Although Upton was barely old 
enough to vote, his life of crime 
started when he was 8 years old. 
It reached its climax in Septem­ 
ber, 1954, when he murdered Air­ 
man Donald T. Dilley of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, near Albuquerque, N. 
M.Upton’s mother fought to the end 
to save her -on. Shortly before the 
execution, the I . S Circuit Court 
of Appeals refused her idea to 
intervene 
A few hours earlier, the 
State Supreme Court declared I p- 
ton legally sane.

executive director of the BenJd- 
Gillispie Development Assn., said 
the people have tried to help them­ 
selves. but have met only limited 
success in attracting new industry 
and in finding jobs 50 to IOO miles 
from home. 


Make Some Recommendations 


He said coal mines in this area 
once employed 20.000 men. but this 
employment has dwindled to a few 
hundred. 
Cannon said two of the largest 
industrial plants were closed at 
the end of the Korean War and 
a haif-dozen plants secured by the 
efforts of 14 community promotion 
organizations only employ about 
250 persons. 
He said 65 per cent of the labor 
force works outside the area, the 
men (’riving up to IOO miles to 
work and returning to their homes 
each day. Cannon said assessment 
property valuations are down IO 
to 18 per cent since 1950 and this 
has meant losses to property own­ 
ers. school districts and other lo­ 
cal governments. 
He said relief rolls have increas­ 
ed 79 per cent since 1952.

In the past few weeks charces

The complaints cannot be dis­ 
missed lightly, singe they are be­ 
ing voiced mainly by two able and 
responsible senators. Henry Jack­ 
son of Washington and Stuart Sym­ 
ington of Missouri 
President Eisenhower has in fact 
acknowledged that America may 
trail Russia in some phases of its 
missile program, while it leads in 
others. Evidently the requirements 
of security prevent his being more 
specific than this. 
The President’s statement plus 
the

seemed to lend especial pertinence 
to the recent resignation of Trevor 
Gardner, Assistant Secretary of the 
Air Force in charge of research 
and development.

tion* are that he acted because the 
Pentagon refused to approve an 
added 200 million dollars for re­ 
search and development.

Gardner evidently did not like

did not speak out against the 
general pace of it.

When the stakes may be free 
World survival, as well they could 
be, we can only welcome responsi­ 
ble criticism. 
For this is a pro­ 
gram we cannot afford to be wrong 
about.

Our Crowded Airfares 


It was a wise move when Mr. 
Eisenhower named a new special 
assistant to plan the nation’s fu­ 
ture aviation facilities. Such plan­ 
ning constitutes one of the coun­ 
try's really critical needs. 
Even as viewed today, the status 
of commercial and other aviation 
is not good. The crowding of the 
Janes over airports is attested by 
the fact that every day there are 
four near-collisions of major com­ 
mercial aircraft, mostly in clear 
Weather. 
Airports arc not only overcrowd­ 
ed from the standpoint of physical 
facilities. 
Most 
have outmoded 
electronic equipment to assist in 
the control of landings and take­ 
offs 
And the regulations which gov­ 
ern flying not only at fields but 
along the far-flung air lanes are 
badly in need of modernizing to 
fit today’s planes. 
Every one of these problems will 
be vastly magnified when the com­ 
mercial je t age is ushered in in 
a little more than three years. The 
cipH is for planning on the widest.

Cost of Living 
Drops Slightly 


WASHINGTON a?) — The cost of 
living 
dropped 
slightly 
in Jan­ 
uary, the government reported to­ 
day. 
The drop means a 1-cent-an-hour 
cut in pay for about one million 
automobile and farm equipment 
workers whose wages are pegged 
to a cost of living scale. Their pay 
cut will take effect in the first pay 
period in March. 
The 
slight 
January 
decline 
brought the cost of living to the 
lowest point since August. 
Lower prices for food, household 
furnishings, clothing and automo­ 
biles accounted for the decline. 
The consumer price index de­ 
clined .1 of I per cent between 
mid-December and mid-January to 
114.6 per cent of the average 1947- 
49 prices. 
This was .3 of I per 
cent higher than a year ago. 
The peak level of the index was 
115.4 per cent of the base period 
in October, 1953.

Bad Rap Not Charged 


Santee never came out and said

Slim Expense Accounts 


The onus is, and should be, on 
the 
AAU 
and on its 
niggardly, 
profit - making 
system 
which 
doesn’t allow comfortable expense 
accounts to the men who “make” 
its track meets. 
Colleges have an out on their 
pinch-penny methods on the theory 
that their contests are part of the 
collegiate athletic system. 
But 
men 
such as 
Santee and 
other 
headliners are not collegians be­ 
ing paid off in part with an educa­ 
tion. 
Santee is a Marine lieuten­ 
ant. Horach Ashenfelter is an FBI 
man. 
Bob Richards is a teacher. 
And so it goes. 
When they give up personal time 
for training and take long periods 
away from their fam ilies and work 
to compete in meets which 
are 
strictly money - makers for the 
organizations putting them on they 
should be allowed a fair return. 
True, 
they aren’t 
professionals. 
But their expense accounts should 
be equitable and comfortable. 
Actually, this is accepted even 
by the AAU. 
But their method 
is one of under-the-table. Santee's 
big mistake was in taking a check 
instead of demanding cash as the 
rest do. He was. in the end, a vic­ 
tim of the system .
